In pursuance of sections 6 and 9 of the Representation of the 
People Act, 1950 (XLIII of 1950), the President is 3 pleased to 


make the following Order, namely :— 


1. This Order may be called the Delimitation of Parliamen- 
tary and Assembly Constituencies (Assam) Order, 1951. 


2. The constituencies into which the State of Assam shall be 
divided for the purpose of elections to (a) the House of the People 
and (hb) the Legislative Assembly of the State, the extent of each 
such constituency, the number of seats allotted to each such con- 
stituency and the number of seats, if any, reserved for the 
Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes in each such constitu- 
ency shall be as shown in the following Tables :-—

THE DELIMITATION OF PARLIAMENTARY AND ASSEMBLY 
CONSTITUENCIES (BIHAR) ORDER, 1951 


[As modified by Parliament] 


In pursuance of sections 6 and 9 of the Representation of the 
People Act, 1950 (XLITI of 1950), the President is pleased to 


make the following Order, namely :— 


1. This Order may be called the Delimitation of Parliamen- 
tary and Assembly Constituencies (Bihar) Order, 1951. 


2. The constituencies into which the State of Bihar shall be 
divided for the purpose of elections to (a) the House of the People 
and (b) the Legislative Assembly of the State, the extent of each 
such constituency, the number of seats allotted to each such 
constituency and the number of seats, if any, reserved for the 
Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes in each such constitu- 
ency shall be as shown in the following Tables :—

In pursuance of sections 6 and 9 of the Representation of the 
People Act, 1950 (XLITI of 1950), the President is pleased to make 
the following Order, namely :— 


1. This Order may be called the Delimitation of Parliamentary 
and Assembly Constituencies (Bombay) Order, 1951. 


2. The constituencies into which the State of Bombay shall be 
divided for the purpose of elections to (a) the House of the People 
and (b) the Legislative Assembly of the State, the extent of each such 
constituency, the number of seats allotted to each such consti- 
tuency and the number of seats, if any, reserved for the Scheduled 
Castes or the Scheduled Tribes in each such constituency shall be as 
shown in the following Tables :—

2. The constituencies into which the State of Hyderabad

2. The constituencies into which each Part C State other than 
Bilaspur and Coorg shall be divided tor the purpose of electing its 
representatives to the Houre of the People, the extent of each such 
constituency, the number of seats allotted to each such consti- 
tuency and the number of seats, if any, reserved for the Scheduled
